New York, May 21.—Interest in the 


tragic death of Father Phillips' o£ Ha 
zleton, which had by no means suU 
sided, was made more acute by bring 
ing to West Forty-seventh street po 
lice station a woman with, auburn 
hair, who answered the description of 
'Dr. Stanley's wife." She was close 
ed with Captain Donahue over four 
hours, and he then, took her to lunch 
alter which the two went back to the 
station. 
The police took extraordi 


nary precautions to keep the identity 
of the woman a secret. They even 
went to the extent of denying that 
she had anything to do with the case 
of Father Phillips. Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan was sent for and 
talked with the mysterious woman an 
hour and a naif. After the interview 
he said she is the woman Stanley in- 
troduced as his wife, and that she 
might be he.lcl as a witness in the 
case, but ho would not say so posi- 
tively. He also added; "1 am satis- 
fied this woman has nothing to do 
•with the case. 1 shall not give hoi- 
name because she comes of a. very 
respectable family. I want to shield 
oer because I believe in my heart she 
had nothing to do with the case what- 
ever. I questioned her closely and 
am. .satisfied site, doe's not. knov? as?

that there are 149 patients undergoing- 
treatment there. This ia the oalv e; 
tablishment of its kind in thp cotmtrv 
dPTiOtKl to TOilitari- and ncmiiltaT 
patients. 
A number of patients .so 


closely approached complete-recovery 
that they were discharged and sent 
back to their duties, aad a majority 
have shown marked 
improvement 


While the hospital is for the use of 
the army, discharged soldiers are 
kept on the rolls of the institution 
and may continue to take the treat- 
ment as long as they desire. Of the 
149 patients mentioned 64 are soldiers 
who have been discharged from army

WHEAT OF INDIA. 


Indicate a SUort Crop TM* 


Sczuton. 


The second memorandum 01 tlie 


•wheat crop for 1900-3 issnotl bj the 
statistical department of the go-\ern- 
ment of India modifies the expectations 
of the first, which declared that "»u 
Bengal and northern India all condi- 
tions point to the harvest of a crop of 
quite unusual excellence." It is now 
announced that, owinsr to prolonged 
rainy and cloudy \veather m February, 
rust has developed to a considerable 
extent, renfleriaj; the amount of crop 
very uncertain. 


In the control provinces tbe condi- 


tions are said to continne good, but 
here tbe area tinder cultivation is com- 
paratively smalL In the nizam's ter- 
ritory there is the prospect of an 
average crop, but In Bombay and Be- 
rar the condition of the crop, \vhieh 
ivas sown on a greatly restricted area, 
'leaves much to be desired, and the 
yield will be much below the average." 


"With regard to Punjab, advices fur- 


nished by the department of agricul- 
ture Sn Lahore are that "the area un- 
der wheat v,as estimated last Novem- 
ber at 7.S04.SOO acres. The present es- 
timate, which includes furllier sow- 
ings made on tmirrigated lands In con- 
sequence of the favorable winter rains, 
is 8,432,900 acres." But owing to the 
subsequent appearance of rust it is 
added that the expected crop will be 
greatly reduced.

The London Lancet of recent date has 


an article on nicotine and Inverts tbe 
order of injnrioasness usually associat- 
ed with three forms of smoking.

states that nicotine itself has been 
proved by analysts to be practically 
guiltless of evil effects in smoking, but 
pyridlae and Sts relatives axe responsi- 
ble for headache, trembling' and giddi- 
ness. 


Tbe article proceeds to say that the 


degree of tosieity in tbe smoke proba- 
bly depends largely upon the complete- 
ness of combustion. Tbe combustion of 
a cigarette Is more complete than that 
of the pipe or the cigar. The pipe acts 
as a coadeaser. but the condensed prod- 
ucts do not reach the month, •while con- 
siderable condensation must occar in & 
cigar, tfcs products reaching the mouth 
ana being absorbed. 


Therefore Ihe Lancet makes the ci- 


der of Inittrlossness, beginning with 
the worst, as follows: Cigar, pipe, ciga- 
rette,

EUROPE AGAINST US. 


Prance's Ex-3lini«<t-r of Commerce 


rrcdicts General Tariff War. 


M. Jules Siegfried, who was France's 


minister of Industry, commerce and the 
colonies In the cabinet of Ribot in 1S92 
rnd 1893, discussed the trade situation 
la an interview in Chicago the other

"If the great trusts in this country.* 


he said, "encroach on Etiropcaa mar- 
kets to the detriment of European man- 
ufacturers, I predict a combination of 
the commercial countries of Europe to 
raise tariffs on American goods to al- 
most prohibitive figures. There is but 
one logical solution of the present situ- 
ation, and that is, the signing of a fair 
and equitable reciprocity treaty be- 
tween the different nations. I always 
have been in favor of such treaties, be- 
cause they foster trade and increase 
the friendliness of tbe political rela- 
tions between the countries party to 
them. It really is the only logical solu- 
tion of the approaching trouble. 


"Do I believe a combination of Euro- 


pean powers is probable in the near fu- 
ture? Well, it will follow after several 
of the countries have put up their tar- 
iffs to protect tbeir own manufacturers. 
You are a wonderful people and your 
country is marvelous in its resources, 
and when your competition becomes so 
great as to be alarming the combina- 
tion of governments will be a very nat- 
ural result "Under reciprocity this situ- 
ation would be almost impossible. Take 
niy own country, France, for example. 
We buy our steel, iron and machinery 
from England, but we could buy it 
from your mills just as well. Under a 
reciprocity agreement between the two 
governments we would come to yon for 
our steel, our iron, our coal, our ma- 
chinery, and, in fact, nearly all of the 
material used in our manufactured in- 
dustries. On the other hand, we would 
send you our gloves, our fine linen, our 
lace and our cotton gsods. Xhe conjiaer- 
cial relations established would bring 
the two countries into closer and more 
cordial political relations. It would be 
of benefit to both."

But to do this 
would require- nearly every schedule 
of the tariff law to be repealed, anil 
the whole fabric of protection would 
be wiped out 
This would leave the 


Republican party with but Imperialism 
as a living issue and with the greatest 
source of its campaign funds cut off 
without a. countervailing fountain to 
draw from. 


A large majority of the Republican 


senators and representatives have re- 
ceived and are receiving favors from 
the trusts, combines and corporations, 
many of them are owned by the trusts, 
and relief to the people front them is 
unlikely and almost impossible. 


But there are other troubles for the 


protectionists. The state department 
and the diplomats have become inter- 
ested in the tariff discussion. The 
countervailing duties on Russian beet 
sugar have been met by that country 
•witbi a large increase of duty on Amer- 
ican goods, so that door is closing 
against us. Germany and France are 
also said to be Intending retaliatory 
measures, and even many of the Eng- 
lish politicians axe talking the same 
way. 


Then we have the colonial tariff ques- 


tion that must be settled, and our new 
possessions may soon be supplying us 
with sugar and some lands of tobacco. 
Free sugar from Porto Hico and the- 
Fbilippines would cut off the revenue 
from that source, wipe out the Ameri- 
can sugar plantations, and free tobacco 
would ruin the protected Connecticut 
wrapper grower. 


The whole tariff is a complicated but 


frail structure, and, like the children's 
house of cards, a finger or a breath 
vriU cause a wreck. When you have 
local politics, Joot and diplomacy all 
taking a hand, and Inherited faith in 
the doctrine they have taught their 
rank and file to worship to beware of, 
one cannot envy our Kepublican friends 
the job or tariff revision they raust 
soon enter upon. 


The Democratic plan of tariff for rev- 


enue will have to be adopted sooner or 
later. 


A STARTLING PROGRAMME. 


Vast So*cmc of World Dominion 


Outlined by a Republican Leader. 
"Children and fools tell the truth," 


and young Senator Beverldge of Indi- 
cna lets the cat out of the bag about 
what we may expect when we attain 
our full growth in imperialism. In a 
speech at Des Moines he outlined the 
programme, which evidently is to in- 
clude the grasping of Mexico and the 
other South American republics and 
possibly the whole ot China and any 
other countries that ''the other great 
powers of the world" may allow us to 
annex. This certainly is a stupendous 
undertaking and will require not only 
an army of 100,000 men, but probably 
nearer 1,000,000. As the .aclmlnlstni- 
tiou. is unable to recruit enough men 
to fill the army already autliorizcd'by 
congress of course this imperial pro- 
gramme must also ent«il conscription, 
and all male citizens will have to take 
their turn in the future .army of the 
empire. "It is impossible to disassociate 
imperialism from militarism. 


This important outline of the Repub- 


lican scheme of world dominion is thus 
told by Senator Beveridge: 
. - 


"Our Cuban legislation is tlie most 


important development 
of national 


power since the constitution was adopt- 
ed. Upon the future use of that power 
in other situations and in other quar- 
ters of the globe may- depend not only 
the preservation of the interests of the 
American people, but the peace of tho 
whole world. Within the present cen- 
tury international complications will 
occur where territory tuny be assigned 
in the keeping of tbe republic by the 
other groat powers of the world. We 
may not want to annex such territory, 
thus making its inhabitants citizens of 
the republic, and yet, up to our Philip- 
pine period, annesatioa was tlju only 
method wo had employed. It mny be 
also that we shall not want to own it 
as property and govern it as a posses- 
sion, .and yet, up to tho hour of our 
Cuban legislation, annexation and own- 
ership were the only methods "'e had 
employed. But our Cuban le:r:>&ai!oii 
creates a new method of yactical 
guardianship of any territory which 
may fall to us. J\o man can HOW deny 
that the republic may bo suzerain 
wherever the interests of the American 
people or the peace of the world may 
make that form of control convenient. 


"Heretofore we could only annex ac- 


quired territory or govern it us pos- 
session, but by the method devisee] Jn 
our Cuban legislation nny territory 
falling: into our keeping in.iy be given 
its separate government by its own 
people, but assisted in its foreign rela- 
tions,, restrained in Its finances and 
helped In its internal workings by the 
government of tbe United States. The 
value of such a development of na- 
tional power as we have esercigcd in 
our Cuban legislation thus becomes 
plain to tbe simplest ruind. It !s a 
power which concerns not Cuba only 
and the present hour, but the eatire 
future and all tbe world."
